tain Desires of Majority and Rural Hospitals Approved Under the | * 

Scheme to be Built, Operated and Controlled by Districts. 

The United Farmers of Alberta in convention in the First Presby- 
terian Church yesterday afternoon, with absolute unanimity, adopted 
the plan for hospital provision in the rural distriets of the province 
which was approved of by their executive and the executives of the 
United Farm Women and Alberta Association of Rural Municipalities 
and Local Improvement Districts, and submitted to the provineial 
government some months ago. The principal features of the scheme 
are: The division of the province into hospital districts according to 
geographical and natural boundaries, each district to be approximately 
four municipal units; a referendum to ascertain the desires of the 
people, a majority vote to decide; and that any rural hospital under 
the scheme be built, operated and controlled by the distriet in which 
it is located. 

This was the principal question upon which action was taken at 
the afternoon session, There was no divergence of opinion on the 
necessity for hospital provision, and after the convention had heard

‘W will die fighting,’’ says the 
Kaiser. He ought to. But no- 
body believes he will do anything 
of the kind, unless by accident. 


The Brazilian Minister of 
Marine says he has no confirma- 
tion of the report that the Ger- 
man raider has been sunk. There 
is a hopeful possibility that the 
report is true, but for the mo- 
iment it looks more like another 
of those Hearst Victories over the 
unsuspecting buyers of newspaper 
‘*oxtras.’” 

Hon, William Pugsley has re- 
introduced in Parliament his re- 
solution proposing that in pro- 
vinces where women have votes in 
Provincial elections they shall be 
allowed to also vote for members 
of Parliament. So far as men are 
concerned, the Dominion accepts 
the Provincial voters’ lists, and 
allows any man qualified to vote 
for a member of the Legislature 
to vote for a member of Parlia- 
ment. At last session, Premier 
Borden refused to allow the rule 
to apply also to women, and ad- 
vised that Mr. Pugsley’s motion 
be voted down, as it was. Whie- 
ther the Government still intends 
to discriminate against the women 
remains to be seen, 


The city council propose to ask 
the Legislature for power to im- 
pose taxes upon business premises, 
ou buildings, on the inerease of 
real estate value, on income, and a 
poll tax on voters who do not pay 
any other taxes. Plainly, taxes 
have to be imposed on something 
other than real estate if the city is 
to get revenue enough to keep 
running. It does not follow, of 
course, that power to levy all 
these forms of taxation would be 
followed by the imposition of all 
of them. Nor that taxes imposed 
in one of these ways would remain 
forever. It is a reasonable con- 
tention that a city should have 
some measure of latitude as to 
how it can best get the money re- 
quired for carrying on the civie 
business; also that this latitude 
should be exercised by changing 
the incidence of taxation to meet 
changes in cireumstances. There 
Was uv time when the easy and fair 
way to get the required revenue 
for the city was to impose the 
whole amount upon real estate, 
Kut conditions have changed so as 
lo ary up that source of revenue, 
and other sources must be found. 
In view of that experience the 
Legislature would not be justified 
surely in denying the people of the 
city power to impose taxes upon | 
themselves in whatever way they 
think fit and aecording to the eon 
ditions prevailing ar the time. The 
essence of home rule is the power 
to tax. The people of a com- 
munity which stands responsible 
for its own debts are entitled to 
the privilege of taxing themselves 
in the way which seems to them 
fairest und most likely to meet 
their needs, 


Berlin denies that there was any 
trickery in its peace proposals. 
In that event Berlin has dis-

And he has the advantage 
that it is inneh easier to view 
the matter without alarm from 
the standpoint of the seller than 
from that of the buyer.

; town, who doesn’t raise hogs and 


has to buy his pork, 

Monday night’s meeting shows 
there is a clear recognition on the 
part of business men that, what- 
ever scheme of taxation is adopt- 
ed, the taxes in future must come 
inainly from that portion of the 
city which is in actual use for 
business and residential purposes. 
Outlying vacant property cannot 
be depended upon to produce 
anything resembling the amount 
collected from its owners in the 
past. By common consent the 
city should get out of the taxation 
of such property as much as can 
be got; but to try to get more than 
that would mean that the eity 
would get little or nothing. We 
must look for money where it is to 
be found—that is, to those whose 
property is in use, and to those 
holding vacant property whose 
location makes it possible and 
prudent for them ov some one else 
to pay taxes on it.

Whe- 
ther the people of the United 
States are satisfied that a national 
affront of this kind, and an un- 
heard-of infringement of the 
rights of American citizens at sea, 
is properly met by academic lee- 
tures on peace schemes for the 
future is exclusively their own 
business. But to an outsider it 
does not seem just clear that the 
President is keeping American 
sailors ‘‘out of the war’’ any more 
successfully than he kept the wo- 
men and children ou the Lusitania 
‘out of the war.’’

‘ral societies in meeting assemble ad 
protesting against such an important 
matter being decided in such a manner 
without their knowledge, and stating 
that, in order to win the war, no saert 
ices were too great—anything that the 
German menace might be subdued 
Another executive meeting was call- 
ed for Friday last to consider the hold- | 
ing of a National Service night at the 
Pantages Theatre under the auspices 
of the Local Council. Owing to the 
unparalleled interest in the proceed- 
ings of the former executive meeting 
by the women of the city, the Bulletin 
made a request to the president, Mrs. 
R. FL. Knight, that its representative 
be admitted to the meeting. Mrs, 
knight informed the Bulletin that this 
The Bulletin, the 
next morning, however, was able to 
publish the result of the discussion, 
On Monday Mrs. Knight authorized 
the sending of a letter to the news- 
papers, stating that the Bulletin in- | 
formation was incorreet, and explain- | 
ng that the proceedings of the meeting 
were published in the face of the prac- 
tice of the executive to give out infor- 
mation only by special resolution, if 
one or two minor details in the re- j 
port were incorrect—and this has not 
yet been proved—it is the fault of Mrs. 
Knight and not of-the Bulletin, inas- 
mueh as the columns of the Bulletin 
were open for an official eccount of the 
proceedings. The Bulletin has repeat- 
edly asked Mrs. Knight to state in 
what respects the report was inecor- 
but the information has not yet 
come to hand. | 
The Bulletin would not consider the | 
matter worth mentionting were it not 
for the fact that a principle is at stake, 
viz., that newspapers have a right to 
report the proceedings and conclusions 
of a public body, be the participants 
women or men. Every member of the 
affiliated societies of the Local Council 
of Women had a right to Know last 
Saturday morning what took place at 
Friday's meeting, and they did know 
it, through the columns of the Bulletin. 
The Bulletin has the highest regard 
for Mrs. Knight, who has rendered 
great public service in her capacity of 
president of the Local Council, and in 
many other ways, and therefore all the 
jnore regrets that she has taken such a
